WASHINGTON. Juno 13 IDS) — 
The federal •government today for- 
mally charecd James C. Pctrillo, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Musicians { AFLI, with co- 
ercive practices affecting radio 
broadcasting. 

Attorney Oeneral Tom C. Clark 
announced that the charges were 
made in a criminal Information filed 
today In U. 8. district court In Chi- 
cago. They were the outgrowth of 
the May IB strike which Pctrillo 
called against a Chicago radio na- 
tion, WAAF. 

Under New Law 

Pctrillo was charged specifically 
with violating the recently-enacted 
Lea bill, or so-called antl-Fetrlllo 
law. Thla mokes It a crime to cause, 
or attempt to cause, a radio station 
to hire more employes than It needs. 

The Information was filed by V. 
B. Attorney J. Albert Woll. II con- 
tends that station WAAF employes 
a sufficient number of persons to 
> perform work necessary lo itsopcr- 
| alion. Pelrillo, the government 
charged, attempted to coerce the 
station to hire three additional mu- 
sicians whose services Here not 
necessary. 

Coercion Told 

Clark said the coercion resulted 
from Pctrlllo's order for the strike 
and picketing activities by members 
of his union employed at the Chi- 
cago elation. 

At the time Pelrillo called the 
strike, he said he expected prose- 
cution end was""ready to face the 
music." He Invited a test of the con- 
stitutionality of the Lea act, which 
provides maximum penalties of a 
year's Imprisonment and 1 1,000 line.

OPA Opens Way 
For Increases in 
Prices of Cafes 

WASHINGTON, June 13 W) — 
OPA opened the way today for 
higher restaurant prices. 

But In doing so, the agency fol- 
lowed only in part a recommenda- 
tion of the senate banking commit- 
tee, which voted to wipe out celling 
on meals made up of foods on which 
there are no price controls. 
■ OPA issued nn order which simply 
allows new menu prices to reflect 
tho full amount of ony hlflher costs 
stemming from ihc removal of price 
ceilings on food Items. 

The order is effective Immediate- 
ly, but tl will have little effect on 
restaurant prices rluht away. The 
reason Is that thrre are not many 
food Items exempt 1 from price con- 
trol at this time. 

But OPA officials said the new 
regulation means the cost of dining 
out probably will go up sharply If 
ce lllnga are stripped from meat, 
poultry, eggs and dairy products.

Dr. Herbert B. Kvatt of Australia opened the security 
council session with an announcement that the subcommittee 
had annroved riToiiifications of its recommendations as sug- 
gested by Herschel V. Johnson, acting United States delegate.

ANOTHER APPEAL NEEDED 

Secretary of Commerce Wallace has hi 
pealed, as national chairman ot the ernei 
gency food collection, for gifts of cash and 
canned food for the world's hungry. His 
appeal Is meeting with the oxpectetl response. 

The American people have a tradition o£ 
generous assistance to others In times of 
disaster. And now that at least they havt 
a chance to make a direct and tangible con- 
tribution In this latest, greatest peacetime 
disaster, they will not fall the opportunity. 

But II Mr. Wallace Is to make the greatest 
possible success of the humanitarian task 
that ho has assumed, It seems to us that he 
should make another appeal. That appeal 
would be to Harry Bridges, head of the CIO 
maritime union, who has announced a ship- 
ping strike for June 15. 

This strike seems to be concerned more 
with politics and our foreign policy than with 
the membership's working conditions or pay. 
It fits with Mr. Bridges' extreme left-wing, 
pro-communist sympathies — which are a 
matter of record, however stoutly he may 
deny actual membership In the communist 
party. 

Mr. Wallace, the object of considerable left- 
wing admiration, might he able to persuade 
Harry BrldRes to abandon this cold-blooded 
atrlke which could prevent the shipment of 
food to the starving. If not, Mr. Wallace 
might add his influence to government ef- 
forts to block such a strike. 

The government was unable to stop the 
coal strike's slowing shipment of needed food 
abroad. Unless It can now assure the Amer- 
ican people that the food which they give 
will really reach the hungry, and us quickly I 
as possible, then the campaign which Mr. 
Wallace heads can scarcely hope to attain its 
potential proportions.
